At this time we oflfer no recommendations for the improve- 
ment of the service, but, with the permission of your Excellency, 
we will, at a later date, offer a supplemental report, giving some 
conclusions reached after a conference of probation officers which 
we desire to have held here at some convenient date during the 
next Fall, when recommendations may be formulated which shall 
be based upon the opinions of the probation officers gained by 
their experience in this service. It would also be gratifying to us 
to have the benefit of the opinipn and advice of the Judges who 
have had or may have experience in administering the law, to the 
end that we may submit to your Excellency such recommenda- 
tions as shall secure your approval and be helpful in obtaining 
the most satisfactory results.

AN ACT 

Providing for thk Appointment of Probation Officers and De- 
fining THEIR Duties, and for the Separate Triai, 

OF JuvENii^E Offenders. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Assembly convened: 

Section i. The judge of every superior court and of every criminal 
court of common pleas may, and the judge of every district, police, city, 
borough, and town court shall, appoint, within three months after the passage 
of this act, one or more probation officers, male or female, to act under the 
direction of such court, and may remove them at pleasure. 

Sec. 2. The duties of such probation officers shall be : (i) To inves- 
tigate the case of any person brought before the court, under whose direction 
he is a probation officer, for any misdemeanor or any crime not punishable 
by imprisonment in the state prison, the object of such investigation being 
to ascertain the history and previous conduct of the person so arrested and 
such other facts as may show whether he or she may properly be released on 
probation under the provisions of this act. (2) To report to the court the 
facts so ascertained. (3) To preserve complete records of all such cases 
investigated, including descriptions sufficient for identification, with the 
findings of the court, its action in the case, and the subsequent history of the 
probationer, in such form as may be prescribed under the provisions of this 
act. Such records shall be a part of the records of said court and shall at 
all times be open to the inspection of all officers of the court. (4) To make 
such other reports as the court may direct or as may be by law required. 
(5) To take charge of all persons so placed on probation under such regula- 
tions and for such time as may be prescribed by the court, giving to each 
probationer full instructions as to the terms of his release upon probation, 
and requiring from him such periodical reports as shall keep the officer 
informed as to his conduct. 

Sec. 3. Whenever any minor shall have been arrested, the clerk of the 
court before which said minor is brought shall, if practicable, notify said 
probation officer in advance, and said court may commit said minor to the 
care and custody of said probation officer, both before and after trial, and 
the trial of such minor shall, whenever practicable, be held in chambers. 

Sec. 4. When, in the judgment of any court, a person arrested charged 
with a misdemeanor or a crime not punishable by imprisonment in the 
state prison may properly be so released, the case shall proceed in due form 
and sentence shall be pronounced. The court may then suspend the execu- 
tion of judgment and commit the person so sentenced to the care of a pro- 
bation officer for such time, not exceeding one year, as the court may fix. 



If the sentence is to pay a fine and to stand committed until the same is 
paid, the fine may be paid to said probation officer at any time during the 
period of probation, whereupon the order of commitment shall be void. 
Said officer shall give a receipt for every fine so paid, shall keep a record of 
the same, shall pay the fine to the clerk of the court at its next session, and 
shall keep on file the clerk*s receipt therefor. 

Sbc. 5. Every person placed on probation under the provisions of this 
act shall, during the term fixed for such probation, observe all rules 
prescribed for his conduct by the court, report to the probation officer as 
directed, and maintain a correct life. In case of failure to meet any of these 
requirements, and at any time prior to the final disposition of the case of any 
person placed on probation in the custody of a probation officer, said officer 
may arrest him without a warrant or other process and bring him before the 
court, or the court may issue a warrant directing that he be arrested and 
brought before it. When such person is broiight before the court, the court 
may revoke the suspension of the execution of his sentence, whereupon his 
sentence shall be in full force and effect, or the court may continue the 
suspension. Probation officers shall not be active members of any regular 
police force or sheriffs or deputy sheriffs, but shall, in the execution of their 
official duties, have all the powers of police officers. The records of any of 
said probation officers may at all times be inspected by the chief of police of 
any city or town, or the sheriff or deputy sheriff of any county. 

Sbc. 6. Probation officers shall be reimbursed for all necessary ex- 
penses ihcurred in the prosecution of their duties under this act, and shall 
receive compensation for actual service at such rate, not exceeding three 
dollars per day, as may be fixed by the court appointing such officers, said 
compensation and expenses to be paid, upon the order of the court, by the 
county treasurer of the county in which such superior court, criminal court 
of common pleas, or district court is held, and by the treasurer of the city, 
borough, or town in which such police, city, borough, or town court is held. 

Sec. 7. In case of the absence of the probation officer, any court may 
appoint a probation officer pro tempore^ who shall have all the powers and 
perform all the duties of the probation officer, and who shall receive as 
compensation for each day*s service a sum equal to the rate per day of the 
salary of the probation officer, to be paid in the manner provided in the 
preceding section. 

Sec. 8. The probation service of the state shall be under the general 
supervision of the Connecticut prison association, whose officers shall prepare 
such blanks for reports and such books for records, including a description 
of each probationer sufficient for identification, as may be required for the 
efficiency of this service, and these books and blanks shall be provided by 
the comptroller and furnished to all probation officers at the expense of the 
state. The clerk of every court by which a probation officer is appointed 
under this act shall forthwith notify said prison association of the name of 
the officer so appointed. Every probation officer shall make a quarterly 
report to said prison association in such form as said prison association shall 
direct. Said prison association shall annually make a report to the governor 
on the operation of the probation system and its results, together with 
recommendations for the improvement of the service.

of probation ofl5cers in Connecticut, receive and properly file all 
reports from them, and in general do all things required of this 
Association by the law aforementioned, according to his discretion 
and understanding of the same,, and under the special direction of 
the President of this Association. 



General Probation Committee. 

At the Annual Meeting of the Connecticut Prison Associa- 
tion — Col. Francis Parsons, Vice-President for Hartford County^ 
presiding — ^held in the State Capitol, Wednesday, September 
30, 1903, the following vote was passed : 

Vofed, There shall be a standing committee, known as the 
Standing Committee on Probation, to consist of five members, to 
be appointed by the President of the Association, and to hold 
ofiice for two fiscal years ending with September 30, 1905. and 
thereafter until their successors shall be duly appointed. 

The duties of this committee shall be such as are placed upon 
the Connecticut Prison Association by Section 8 of Chapter 126, 
Public Acts of 1903. 

All matters concerning the probation service (as relates to 
this Association) shall be referred to this committee, and the 
Secretary of the Association shall act under the direction of this 
committee in matters pertaining to the probation service. This 
committee shall meet at the call of its chairman.

Sir : — 

We have the honor to submit herewith the second report 
on the operation of the probation system, the same covering the 
fourteen months ending with September 30, 1906. 

This report is made for fourteen months to cause it to in- 
clude the entire fiscal year which ended with date last above 
given, and to comply with the provisions of Section 183, Chap- 
ter 13 of the General Statutes : the law creating the probation 
system became in force August 1, 1903, and our firat annual 
report was to August 1, 1904. 

The gradual and healthy increased use of the probation 
system indicates that it continues to be favorably regarded by 
the Judges and other Court officials, by practicing attorneys and 
the public generally. Whenever it can be used in restraining 
and correcting offender, instead of confining them in County 
Jails under the debasing influences so prevalent in such institu- 
tions, it certainly works a decided moral gain : in cases where 
the head of a family is, under the probation system, continued 
in wage earning support of his family, instead of being incar- 
cerated in jail to become a charge on the taxpayer while sup- 
port of his family is left to individual or public chanty, the 
economical gain is plainly and immediately apparent. 

We trust that the report herewith submitted \vill have the 
approval of your Excellency.

the state. The clerk of every court by which a probation officer is appointed 
under this act shall forthwith notify said Prison Association of the name of 
the officer so appointed. Every probation officer shall make a quarterly 
report to said Prison Association in such form as said Prison Association 
shall direct. Said Prison Association shall annually make a report to the 
governor on the operation of the probation system and its results, together 
with recommendations for the improvement of the service. The comptroller 
is hereby authorized to pay, on the requisition of the secretary of the Con- 
necticut Prison Association, a sum not exceeding fifty dollars per month for 
clerical services to carry out the provisions of this act.

[Chapter 142.] 

AN ACX 

Amending an Act Providing for the Appointment of Probation 
Officers, Defining Their Duties, and Providing for the 
Separate Trial of Juvenile Offenders. 

Se it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Assembly convened: 

Section i. Chapter 126 of the Public Acts of 1903 is hereby amended 
to read as follows : The jpdge of every superior court and of every criminal 
court of common pleas may, and the judge of every district, police, city 
"borough, and town court shall, appoint, within three months after the 
passage of this act, one or more probation officers, male or female, to act 
under the directions of such court, and may remove them at pleasure. 

Sec 2. The duties of such probation officers shall be : (i) To investigate 
the case of any person brought, or about to be brought, before the court, 
under whose direction he is a probation officer, for any misdemeanor or any 
crime not punished by imprisonment in the state prison, the object of such 
investigation being to ascertain the history and previous conduct of the per- 
son so arrested and such other facts as may show whether he or she may 
properly be released on probation under the provisions of this act, and after 
an arrest such probation officer shall, whenever possible, have opportunity 
to confer with the accused before his arraignment in court. (2) To report 
to the court the facts so ascertained. (3) To preserve complete records of 
all such cases investigated, including descriptions sufficient for identifi- 
cation, with the findings of the court, its action in the case, and the subse- 
quent history of the probationer, in such form as may be prescribed under 
the provisions of this act. Such records shall be a '9ax\. ot >;}[i^ x^^ot^^ <afL 
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said court and shall at all times be opened to the inspection of all officers of 
the court (4) To make such other reports as the court may direct or as 
may be by law required. (5) To take charge of all persons so placed on 
probation under such regulations and for such time as may be prescribed 
by the court, giving to each probationer full instructions as to the term of his 
release upon probation, and requiring from him such periodical reports as 
shall keep the officer informed as to his conduct. 

Sec. 3. Whenever any minor shall have been arrested, the probation 
officer shall, as soon after the arrest as practicable, be notified by the police 
in order that he may, before the trial, ascertain the facts in the case. Pend- 
ing such investigation, the court may commit the accused to the custody of 
the probation officer. 

Sec 4. In cases within its jurisdiction any criminal court, after hear- 
ing, may adjourn the case or suspend sentence and commit the accused to 
the custody of a probation officer for such time, not exceeding one year, as 
the court may fix. If the sentence is to pay a fine and to stand committed 
until the same is paid, the fine may be paid to said probation officer at any 
time during the period of probation, whereupon the order of commitment 
shall be void. Said officer shall give a receipt for every fine so paid, shall 
keep a record of the same, shall pay the fine to the clerk of the court at its 
next session, and shall keep on file the clerk's receipt therefor. 

Sec. 5 Every person placed on probation under the provisions of this 
act, shall during the term fixed for such probation, observe all rules pre- 
scribed for his conduct by the court, report to the probation officer as 
directed, and maintain a correct life. In case of failure to meet any of these 
requirements, and at any time prior to the final disposition of the case of 
any person placed on probation in the custody of a probation officer, said 
officer may arrest him without a warrant or other process and bring him 
before the court, or the court may issue a warrant directing that he be 
arrested and brought before it. When such person is brought before the 
court, the court may revoke the suspension of the execution oj his sentence 
whereupon his sentence shall be infull force and effect^ or the court may 
continue the suspension. Probation officers shall not be active members of 
any regular police force, or sheriffs or deputy sheriffs, but shall, in the 
execution of their official duties, have all the powers of police officers. The 
records of any of said probation officers may at all times be inspected by 
the chief of police of any city or town, or the sheriff or deputy sheriff of 
any county. 

Sec. 6 Probation officers shall be reimbursed for all necessary ex- 
penses incurred in the prosecution of their duties under this act, and shall 
receive compensation for actual service in cities of fifty thousand inhabi- 



tants or over at such rate not exceeding four dollars per day, and in all 
other cities and towns of the state at such rate not exceeding three dollars 
per day, as may be fixed by the court appointing such officers, said compen- 
sation and expenses to be paid, upon the order of the court, by the county 
treasurer of the county in which such superior court, criminal court of 
common pleas, or district court is held, and by the treasurer of the city, 
borough, or town in which such police, city, borough, or town court is held. 

Sec. 7. In case of the absence of the probation officer, any court may

Sec. 10. The probation service of the state shall be under the general 
supervision of the Connecticut Prison Association, whose officers shall pre- 
pare such blanks for reports and such books for record, including a descrip- 
tion of each probationer sufficient for identification, as may be required for 
the efficiency of this service, and these books and blanks shall be provided 
by the comptroller and furnished to all probation officers at the expense of 
the state. The clerk of every court by which a probation officer is appointed 
under this act shall forthwith notify said Prison Association of the name of 
the officer so appointed. Every probation officer shall make a quarterly 
report to said Prison Association in such form as said Prison Association 
shall direct. Said Prison Association shall annually make a report to the 
governor on the operation of the probation system and its results, together 
with recommendations for the improvement of the service. The comptroller 
is hereby authorized to pay, ou the requisition of the secretary of the Con- 
necticut Prison Association, a sum not exceeding fifty dollars per month for 
clerical services to carry out the provisions of this act.

In addition to the figures showing the actual probation 
business for the years ending as above noted, permit us to 
state that in our opinion, based on some familiarity with the 
work being accomplished by the probation officers, men and 
women, there is an amount of excellent results growing out 
of their work scarcely, if at all, second to the specific results 
shown by the formal figures. 

We refer to the important and far reaching effects of the 
cautionary influences exerted by probation officers, preventing, 
in many instances, official action against those who might other- 
wise go on to a point where arrests and court action would be 
necessary: •* prevention is better than cure" is a truth perhaps 
never better exemplified than in the extra official work and 
efforts of the hard working, faithful probation officers, work 
and effort which never appears in court records or tables of 
statistics or in any earthly record but which is most certainly 
to the credit of the women and men who faithfully labor as 
probation officers of Connecticut.

The Probation Law of Connecticut. 



The probation law of Connecticut was first enacted by the 
General Assembly of 1903, and became operative August 1st 
of that year. It was specifically known as Chapter 126 of the 
Public Acts of 1903. This act was amended by the General 
Assembly of 1905, and was known as Chapter 142 of the Public 
Acts of 1905. The General Assembly of 1907 enacted two 
amendments known as Chapters 1, and 172, of the Public Acts 
of 1907. The result is the following probation law, now in 
force, and is published for the information of probation ofiScers 
and others interested. 

AN ACT 

Amending an Act Providing for the Appointment of Probation 

Officers, and Defining Their Duties. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Assembly convened: 

Section 1. The judge of every superior court and of every

Such records shall be a part of the records of said 
court and shall at all times be opened to the inspection of aU 
officers of the court. (4) To make such other reports as the 
court may direct or as may be by law required. (5) To take 
charge of all persons so placed on probation under such regulO' 
tions and for such time as may be prescribed by the court, giv- 
ing to each probationer full instructions as to the terms of his 
release upon probation, and requiring from him such periodical 
reports as shall keep the officer informed as to his conduct. 

Sec. 3. Whenever any minor shall have been arrested, the 
probation officer shall, as soon after the arrest as practicable, 
be notified by the police in order that he may, before the trial, 
ascertain the facts in the case. Pending such investigation, the 
court may commit the accused to the custody of the probation 
officer. 

Sec. 4. In cases within its jurisdiction any criminal court, 
or the judge who held said court after the adjournment of 
the term, after hearing, may adjourn the case or suspend 
sentence and commit the accused to the custody of a proba- 
tion officer, or to the custody of a probation officer pro tempore 
to be appointed by said judge, for such time, not exceerling 
one year, as the court may fix. If the sentence is to pay a 
fine and to stand committed until the same is paid, the fine 
may be paid to said probation officer at any time during the 
period of probation, whereupon the order of commitment shall 
be void. Said officer shall give a receipt for every fine so 
paid, shall keep a record of the same, shall pay the fine to 
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Ike clerk of the court at its next session, and shall keep on 
file the clerk's receipt therefor. 

Sec. 5. Every person placed on probation under the 
provisions of this act shall, during the term fixed for such pro- 
bation, observe all rules prescribed for his conduct by the court, 
report to the probation o£Scer as directed, and maintain a cor- 
rect life. In case of failure to meet any of these requirements, 
and at any time prior to the final disposition of the case of any 
person placed on probation in the custody of a probation officer, 
said officer may arrest him without a warrant or other process 
and bring him before the court, or the court may issue a war- 
rant directing that he be arrested and brought before it. When 
such person is brought before the court, the court may revoke 
the suspension of the execution of his sentence, whereupon his 
a^:itence shall be in full force and effect, or the court may con- 
tinue the suspension. Probation officers shall not be active 
laembers of any regular police force, or sheriffs or deputy sher- 
iffs, but shall, in the execution of their official duties, have all 
the powers of police officers. The records of any of said pro- 
bation officers may at all times be inspected by the chief of 
police of any city or town, or the sheriff or deputy sheriff of 
any county. 

Sec. 6. Probation officers shall be reimbursed for all neces- 
sary expenses incurred in the prosecution of their duties under 
this act, and shall receive compensation for actual service in 
cities of fifty thousand inhabitants or over at such rate not 
exceeding four dollars per day, and in all other cities and towns 
of the state at such rate not exceeding three dollars per day, 
as may be fixed by the court appointing such officers, said com- 
pensation and expenses to be paid, upon the order of the court, 
by the county treasurer of the county in which such superior 
court, criminal court of common pleas, or district court is held, 
and, in the case of probation officers appointed for city, 
borough, and town courts, in the same manner as the other 
officers of said courts are paid. 

Sec. 7. In case of the absence of the probation officer, any 
court may appoint a probation officer pro tempore, who shall 
have all the powers and perform all the duties of the probation 
officer, and who shall receive as compensation for each day's 



service a sum equal to the rate per day of the salary of tha 
probation officer, to be paid in the manner provided in tha 
preceding section. 

.Sec. 8. Any justice of the peace before whom is brought 
a person who, in his judgment, ought to be released on proba- 
tion, may appoint a jirubatioii officer pro tempore for tha can 
of the accused, who shall uerve without compensation. 

Sec. 9. Every person placed in charge of a probation 
officer according to the provisions of this act shall be considered 
the ^vard of nnid probation officer within the provisions of aeo- ' 
tion 26^5 of the general statutes. 

Sec. KI. The probation service of the state shall be under 
the general supervision of tlic Cunneettcut Prison Association, 
whose officcnt Khali prepare Kiich blanks for reports and aneb 
books for record, including a description of each probationer 
sufficient for identification, as may be required for the efficiency 
of this service, and these books and blanks shall be provided 
by the comptniller and fnmislied to all probation officers at 
tlie expense ()f the slate. The clerk of every court by which 
a probation officer is appointed under this act shall forthwith 
notify said prison associiition of the name of the officer so 
appointed. Every probation officer shall make a qnarteriy 
leport to Nflid prison association in such form as said prison 
association shall direct. Said prison association shall 
anmially make a report to the governor on the opera- 
tion of the probation system and its results, to- 
gether with recommendations for the improvement 
of the service. The comptroller is hereby authorized to pay, 
on the requisition of the secretary of the Connecticut prison 
asBoctation, a sum not exceeding fifty dollars per month for 
clerical services to carry out the provisions of this act.

To His Excellency, Frank B. Weeks^ 
Governor of the State of Connecticut: 

Sir : — In accordance with the statutes, we have the honor to 
submit to you the report on the operation of the probation law for 
the fiscal years ending September 30, 1909 and 1910. 

The probation idea has gained steadily in the State. The 
courts have realized the value of a branch which investigates not 
the guilt or innocence of the accused with reference to the par- 
ticular offense, but the general circumstances of his life which 
should determine the best form of treatment to accomplish the 
ends of justice. 

The largest three cities of the State have both men and 
ivomen probation officers. There is need of women officers in 
several other places. 

It is to be hoped that a method may be found for extending 
the service satisfactorily to those places which have no city, 
borough or town court. This means 128 towns out of the 168 in 
the State. 

A justice of the peace may now appoint a probation officer 
pro tern. But at the moment as suggested by the course of trial 
it is very often impossible to choose a suitable person for the posi- 
tion. Moreover, the person thus chosen lacks the dignity which 
an officer of the court should have, and may want the respect of 
the person put in his charge, which is so necessary for success in 
this work. It is suggested that the Superior Court for each 
county appoint an officer who shall act in that court, and between 
sessions of that court shall act in the justice courts of the county. 

We trust that the report herewith submitted will meet the 
approval of your Excellency.

THE PROBATION LAW OF CONNECTICUT 



The probation law of Connecticut was first enacted by the 
General Assembly of 1903, and became operative August ist 
of that year. It was specifically known as Chapter 126 of the 
Public Acts of 1903. This act was amended by the General 
Assembly of 1905, and was known as Chapter 142 of the Public 
Acts of 1905. The General Assembly of 1907 enacted two amend- 
ments known as Chapters i, and 172, of the Public Acts of 1907.. 
The Act was amended by Chapter 161, Public Acts of 1909. The 
result is the following probation law, now in force, and is pub- 
lished for the information of probation officers and others inter- 
ested. 

AN ACT 

Amending an Act Providing for the Appointment of Proba- 
tion Officers, and Defining Their Duties. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in Gen- 
eral Assembly convened: 

Section i. The judge of every superior court and of every 
criminal court of common pleas may, and the judge of every dis- 
trict, police, city, borough, and town court shall, appoint, within 
three months after the passage of this act, one or more probation 
officers, male or female, to act under the direction of such court, 
and may remove them at pleasure. 

Sec. 2. The duties of such probation officers shall be : ( i ) 
To investigate the case of any person brought, or about to be 
brought, before the court, under whose direction he is a proba- 
tion officer, for any misdemeanor, or any delinquency ren- 
dering such person liable to be committed to any humane or 
reformatory institution, or • any crime not punishable by

Said officer shall give a 
receipt for every fine so paid, shall keep a record of the same, 
shall pay the fine to the clerk of the court at its next session, and 
shall keep on file the clerk's receipt therefor. 

Sec. 5. Every person placed on probation under the pro- 
visions of this act shall, during the term fixed for such probation, 
observe all rules prescribed for his conduct by the court, report 
to the probation officer as directed, and maintain a correct life. 
In case of failure to meet any of these requirements, and at any 
time prior to the final disposition of the case of any person placed 
on probation in the custody of a probation officer, said officer may 
arrest him without a warrant or other process and bring him 
before the court, or the court n:iay issue a warrant directing that 
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this service, and these books and blanks shall be provided by the 
comptroller and furnished to all probation officers at the expense 
of the State. The clerk of every court by which a probation officer 
is appointed under this act shall forthwith notify said prison 
association of the name of the officer so appointed. Every proba- 
tion officer shall make a quarterly report to said prison associa- 
tion in such form as said prison association shall direct. Said 
prison association shall annually make a report to the governor 
on the operation of the probation system and its results, together 
with recommendations for the improvement of the service. The 
comptroller is hereby authorized to pay, on the requisition of the 
secretary of the Connecticut Prison Association, a sum not exceed- 
ing fifty dollars per month for clerical services to carry out the 
provisions of this act.

To His Excellency^ Simeon E. Baldwin, 

Governor of the State of Connecticut: 

Sir: — In conformity with the provisions of Section lo, 
Chapter 142, Public Acts of 1905, we have the honor to submit 
herewith the reports on the operation of the Probation system 
for the fiscal years ending September 30th, 1911, and Septem- 
ber 30th, 191 2. 

Each year since the system was established there has been 
a consistent gain in the number of cases in which Probation 
was employed, the number this year being 3,238. With 1,602 
on Probation at the end of last year this makes 4, 840 cases in 
charge of the Probation Officers of the State during the year. 

SaperYision. 

The Probation Service is avoiding the two extremes of 
those who believe that the wrong-doer should always be severe- 
ly dealt with and those sentimentalists who always see in the 
wrong-doer, apprehended, the injured party. Probation should 
not be an easy way of letting the offender off. The Court 
should be kept informed as to his actions and the first mistakes 
noticed. It is for this reason that we believe there should be 
at least one officer devoting all his time to the work in each of 
the larger cities. This work cannot be done in the office. 
There must be frequent visits to the home and the place of 
employment. 

Women Probation Officers* 

The report shows five Courts having women Probation 
Officers. In one of these Courts three women act as volunteer 
officers under the direction of the appointed officer of the court. 
As these represent three of the most numerous nationalities of 
that place, they are of considerable assistance to the officer. 
In general, volunteers are feared by the regular officers as sen- 
timentalists whose hearts are large but experience short and 



disastrous both to volunteer and probationer. But by con- 
tinued employment under the direction of the regular officer a 
volunteer should become expert. This method is recommend- 
ed to those places where there is not need of two officers but 
where a woman's help is sometimes needed. 



Probation in the Superior Court. 

The Superior Courts show the greatest gain during the 
past two years in the number of officers employed and also the 
greatest proportionate gain in the number of cases. Generally 
the Court employs the officer of the locality from which the 
offender comes. In some cases, no officer living near, a pro tern 
officer is appointed. In a few cases the attorney representing 
the offender has been appointed officer in charge. If the main 
responsibility is the collection of fine and costs this may be 
satisfactory, but if the actions and habits of the probationer 
are to be supervised it is hardly to be expected that the attor- 
ney will be as ready to report any delinquency to the Court as 
an indifferent person, and on the other hand the probationer 
will look upon him as his representative rather than the Court's. 
The principal difficulty in the service in the Superior Court is 
that there is no one person responsible for the work and to see 
that each case is properly supervised. The officers appointed 
are often not present at the Court and may not be familiar with 
the facts. In one case the first notice the officer received was 
when he was called up by the Grand Juror of that town and 
requested to take charge of his ward who was on a drunk. At 
that time, as he says, '*I was ten miles from my ward and it 
was in the night season." In another case the first notice to 
the officer of appointment over three boys was when the boys 
came to report that they had been put on Probation. These 
difficulties would be largely removed by the appointment of a 
County officer who should see that proper supervision is given 
each case. 

Fines and Costs. 

In 1911, $10,587.34; in 1912, $11,191.57 in Fines and Costs 
were collected by Probation officers. If the Court wishes 
supervision of the man's manner of life or if perhaps, the 
money must be collected from his employer, it may be well for 
payments on these items to be made !to the Probation Officer. 
If it is merely a case in which the Court wishes to give an op- 
portunity to pay to one who in all probability will meet his 
conditions there is seldom reason for making the Probation 
Officer a deputy collector for the Clerk. 
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Reanlts of Probation. 

Of the 4,840 cases on Probation during the year 2,491 or 
51% are reported as completing the terms of Probation and 
being released, 1,677 ^^e reported as still on probation, leaving 
672 or 13% as having in some way violated their terms. That 
51% have been entirely reformed is too much to be hoped for, 
but if that number have, during a stated time, lived decent 
lives there has been a decided gain over a Jail sentence with 
loss of time and self-respect. And that many have taken their 
opportunities and started on useful lives is known from letters 
and words of ' appreciation which every officer considers his 
best remuneration. 

Meetiii^ of Probation OHioera. 

4 

At each of the State Conferences on Charities and Correc- 
tion at Hartford, New Haven, and Waterbury a meeting of 
Probation Officers has been arranged. On account of the 
short time allowed for such round table meetings and because 
many of the officers are interested in other branches which met 
at the same time the meetings have not been as successful as 
desired, and now a meeting of Probation Officers and others 
interested in Probation is being planned. Some such meeting 
is needed that there may be uniformity in application of the 
principles through the State, and that each may benefit from 
the experience of others.

To His Excellency y Simeon E. Baldwin, 

Governor of the State of Connecticut: 

Sir: In conformity with the provisions of Section 10, Chap- 
ter 142, Public Acts of 1905, we have the honor to submit here- 
with the reports on the operation of the Probation System for 
the fiscal years ending September 30th, 1913, and September 
30th, 1914. 

During the past two years the Probation Law has labored 
imder the disadvantage of changes in Court and officer in many 
places. It is unfortunate th^t our local courts and their offi- 
cials should be the bagatelle of partisan politics. 

At the meeting of the State Conference on Charities and 
Correction held at Bridgeport on April 28th, 1914, there was a 
Rotmd Table meeting of Probation Officers at which time a 
committee was appointed to arrange for another meeting and 
to draw up a plan of organization for an Association of the Pro- 
bation Officers of the State. 

This meeting was held in New Haven, June 10th, 1914, at 
which time there was a discussion of some of the problems of 
the Probation Officer, and an association was formed; Chair- 
man, Louis Leyerzapf of New Haven; Vice-Chairman, Rev. 
Lyman S. Johnson of New Britain; Secretary and Treasurer, 
Miss Elsie C. Tiemann of Greenwich. This association can be 
of great value in co-ordinating work in the various courts. 

Difficulty has been experienced in cases assigned to offi- 
cers from the Superior Courts when a probationer has broken 
the conditions of his probation between sessions of the Court. 
The Probation Officers should have some means of holding such 
a probationer for the Court. 

The following tables give the work of the various Courts 
and Officers in detail, as far as it may be put into figures.

To His Excellency, MARCUS H. HOLCOMB. 

Governor of the State of Connecticut: 

SIR : In accordance with the provisions of Section 10, Chap- 
ter 142, Public Acts of 1905, we have the honor to submit herewith 
the reports on the operation of the Probation System for the fiscal 
years ending September 30, 1915 and September 30, 1916. 

The Probation Service has become a necessary part of the 
machinery of the courts of the State. The officers have worked 
faithfully and often at great sacrifice of themselves in their efforts 
to aid the wards of the Court. 

The question>f pay of Probation Officers is a matter requir- 
ing adjustment. The organization and work of the various coiuts 
is so different that one rule cannot be applied to all. A yearly 
salary would be best for some, a per diem for others and pay based 
on the number of cases for others. 

As the work in the larger cities grows and more than one Proba- 
tion Officer is appointed in a court, it will probably be advisable to 
appoint one Chief Probation Officer to direct the work in the 
Court. 

The Probation Officers' Association held a meeting in New 
Haven on March 29, 1916. The following officers were chosen : 

President, Rev. Charles W. Simpson, Bridgeport, Conn. 
Vice President, Rev. Charles A. Northrop, Norwich, Conn. 
Secretary-Treasurer, Miss Elsie C. Osbom, New Britain. 

The chief topic of discussion was the matter of standard forms 
for use in keeping records. These meetings are of value in ex- 
change of ideas and in promoting co-operation in the work.
